what it 1s, the ‘“fairy tales of science’

wonld be more wonderful, mora absorbingly
interesting, more traly postical, than anything
the romancers can tell us of Charlemagne and
his paladins or Arthar and his knights. We
are sooustomed to talk in a large, general way
about the railroads and the telegraph and the
printing press, but how many possess any defi-
nite information about what has been really
done by these appliances for the promotion of
knowledge and the bringing of the enda of the
earth mear together? Iow many know any-
thing abou! the experiments, the failures, the
study, and the labor of mind and body that
have preceded the perfection to which these
things bave been brought! For, as Robary
Btephenson said, ‘‘The locomotive is not the
invention of one man, but of amation of me-
chanioal engineers.” The present, and proba-
bly the final, edition of Mr. Bmiles’ biography
of the Stephensons may almost be considered
a new work,

It contains a history of the raillway and the
looomotive in its earlier stages, and also a
memoir of Richard Trevithick more complete
than any notice of that distingnished engineer
which has yet appeared; and in the preface is
given a brief but interesting sketoh of the
progress of railway construction in all parts
of the world up to the present time, with a
number of curions and important statistics.
The biographies of the Messrs. Stephenson
have been carefully revised, corrected, and
new facts in regard to them which have come
to light since the Ilast edition of the
work was issued have been added. The
book is handsomely illustrated, and the
eogravings and desoriptions of the early
locomotive models will be found particularly
interesting to the general reader as well as to
engineers. Mr. Smiles has made industrial
biography a specialty, and there is perhaps no
Mving writer who is able to treat such a sub-
Jeot as the one at present under consideration
in » more satisfactory and able manner. His
style is lucid and concise, and he writes with
a olear and thorough understanding of his
subject. His book is deserving of a place in
every library, and it should be pernsed by
every intelligent workman.

Sepania, Mo., Oct. 10, 1868,

An excarsion party over the Union Pacifio
Railroad oreates almost as much excitement
and enthugiasm in this country as the Preai-
dential election. At this pretty little village
we rest to-night, and to-morrow will go west-
ward to Kansas City, and thence proceed on
towards the place where tho “star of empire
takeg its way'' over the Unmiom Pacific Rail-
road, Eastern Division.
